Leasing of Land at Harbor te Come 
Before Chy Council. 

A communication from the Har- 
bor Commission will be laid before 
the City Council tomorrow morning, 
asking that body to declare a cer- 
tain thirty-acre section of tidelands 
at the harbor as land that is not re- 
quired for public use. 

This is a preliminary step to the 
leasing of the tract to the French- 
American Shipbuilding Company as 


a site for a new shipbuilding plant. 
The Harbor Commission last week 
gave its approval to the company’s 
application for lease. Under the 
terms proposed, the city would re- 
ceive approximately $9725 a year 
for the first ten years of the pro- 
posed thirty-year lease, and the 
rental would be adjusted each ten 
years thereafter. 

The company proposes to build 
concrete vessels.
